(3)  minerals  produced  from  wells  classified  as  gas  wells 
by  the  conservation  agency  having  jurisdiction.  If  larger  units  than  any  of  those  herein  permitted,  erther  at  the  time  established,  or  after  enlargement  are  permitted  or  required  under  any 
povemmerilalrtfe  or  order,  for  tte  maximum  alowablefrom  any  well  tobe  drilled,  driing.  or  already  driled.  any  such  unit  may  be 

established  or  enlarged  to  conform  to  the  size  permitted  or  required  by  such  governmental  order  or  rule.  Lessee  shall  exercise  said  option  as  to  each  desired  unit  by  executing  an  instrument 
identifying  such  unit  and  filing  it  for  record  in  the  pubic  office  in  which  this  lease  is  recorded.
